Withdrawal of the holding of abandonment in the above- 
identified application pursuant to 37 CFR §1.181 and Section 
711.03(c) of the Manual of Patent Examining Procedure is 
respectfully requested for the following reasons. 

The present application is the national stage of 
international application PCT/FROO/01739, which was filed on June 
22, 2000, and claimed priority of an earlier French application, 
filed June 24, 1999. 

On December 26, 2001, applicants filed papers, which 
included all of the elements necessary for entering the national 
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stage in the United States, except for the 37 CFR §1.497 
declaration. 

On February 11, 2002, the USPTO issued a Notification 
of Missing Requirements under 35 USC §371 in the United States 
Designated/Elected Office (DO/EO/US) , requesting that an oath or 
declaration in compliance with 37 CFR §1.497 be submitted within 
two months from the date of the notice, with the possibility of 
obtaining extensions of time. 

On May 21, 2002, applicants filed a response to the 
Notification of Missing Requirements, which included the 37 CFR 
§1.497 executed declaration, and authorized the Commissioner to 
debit counsel's deposit account the requisite fee for a two-month 
extension of time. 

On April 21, 2 003, having not heard from the USPTO, a 
request for an Official Filing Receipt was filed, which included 
copies of the transmittal letter and Application Data Sheet 

originally filed on December 26, 2001, as well as a copy of the

response to the Notification of Missing Requirements, which was 
filed on May 21, 2002. See accompanying papers and postcard 
receipts . 

Recently, the undersigned attorney telephoned a USPTO 
employee so as to ascertain when the first Official Action on the 
merits could be expected. During such telephonic interview, it 
was learned that a non-final Office Action was mailed on December 
17, 2003 to the wrong law firm of Knobbe, Martin, and Olsen in 
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California, rather than to the undersigned at Young & Thompson, 
745 South 23'''^ Street, Arlington, Virginia 22202. 

Accordingly, it is clear that the USPTO considers the 
above-captioned application abandoned, for failure to respond to 
the non-received December 17, 2003 Official Action, which 
presumably set a 3-month period for response. 

The undersigned registered patent attorney hereby 
states that no Official Actions have been received from the USPTO 
after the filing of the request for an Official Filing Receipt on 
April 21, 2003, and attests to the fact that a search of the file 
jacket and docket records confirms that no United States Patent 
and Trademark Office communication has been received following 
the receipt of the Notification of Missing Requirements of 
February 11, 2002. 

This would appear to be self evident, since the non- 
final Official Action was apparently mailed to the wrong law firm 
in California. 

Petitioner submits herewith, as Exhibit A, a copy of 
the docket record where the non-received Official Action would 
have been entered had it been received and docketed. In 
addition, petitioner also submits as Exhibit B, a copy of the 
file jacket of the above-captioned application, which clearly 
reveals that no additional entry has been made thereon, following 
the filing of the request for Official Filing Receipt of April 
21, 2003- 
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In view of the accompanying remarks, and the 
accompanying exhibits, it is respectfully submitted that 
petitioner never received any Official Action dated December 17, 
2003. 'Accordingly, it is respectfully requested that: 

1) That the holding of abandonment for failure to 
respond within the statutory period be withdrawn; 

2) A copy of the non-final Official Action be re- 
mailed to the undersigned attorney, while restarting the period 
for response to such Official Action; and 

3) A copy of any other USPTO communications mailed 
out after the Notification of Missing Requirements of February 
11, 2 002, such as the Notification of Acceptance and the Official 
Filing Receipt.
